Dr. MacKay, the geographer, be- 
gan by stating how to use and how 
to make intelligent use of maps, 
and its use to the U.N. The one 
used the most is the North Polar 
Projection because the distances 
ure equal.

He 
asked two question which we 
answered in the discussion period: | 

1. Should Canada increase her 
rate of immigration? 2. If the re- 
sources of an undeveloped country 
are being unused, should another 
country come in and develop it for 
them? The answers which were 
settled for: Yes, but not so there 
will be an excess of workers. Yes, 
but there should be an agreement 
or lease so when the time is due for 
them to leave, they will, and the 
country can fare for herself. 

Dr. Rowan, the geologist, started 
out by comparing the discovery and 
use of fire with the discovery and 
use of atomic energy. Fire is es- 
sential in life now, but wasn't in 
prehistoric time. Atomic energy 
had its first use as destruction and 
may in the future have an essential 
use. The uses of chemistry: when 
controlled is used for killing peste, 
insects, making of drugs, etc., but 
is a maker of war if not controlled. 
Atomic energy was discovered 
through chemical means but used 
as a last resort, killing thousands 
of people.

One cannot write flippantly about 
capital punishment, especially at 
this time. Ch civic groups 
and individuals have been working 
to have the laws on capital 
punishment modified. In England, 
in the early years of the nine- 
teenth century, there were over 200 
crimes that were punishable by 
death, but this did not mean that 
England was at that time a remark- 
ably law-abiding country. Those 
who argued that the most severe 
penalty was the most effective safe- 
guard against crime had to modify 
their views. If a man can be 
hanged for killing a sheep he might 
as well murder the shepherd 

If the same penalty is in- 
voked for a minor crime as a major 
orfe, then one would lose nothing 
by doing a really good job of 
breaking all the laws. 

For this reason, capital punish- 
ment has now been reserved for the 
most serious offences, such as mur- 
der. It is a way that society has of 
showing that it regards murder as 
a terrible crime, and by its very re- 
luctance to use capital punishment 
shows clearly the gravity of the 
offence. It is a sombre and ter-| 
rible thing when a lad still in his 
teens kills another boy, in murder- ' 
ous rage, and it would be a mistake, 
to weaken the restraints of society | 
against such behavior as this. | 

If capital punishment seems a) 
terrible punishment then it empha- 
sizes the horrible nature of the) 
crime. But the restraining power 
of the punishment is a debatable) 
thing. } 

The young lad, Bob Yokety has 
been found guilty of murder, and! 
given the only sentence possible| 
under Canadian law. Many think! 
that the law should be modified, 
and that the sentence should be 
changed. There are good moral 
grounds for supporting this stand. 
Capital punishment deprives the 


sinner of his full time for repent- , — 


ance, or at least limits it. Even if) 
{t takes years, a hardened sinner, | 
such as a murderer, may be soundly | 
converted, and a young lad of| 
seventeen might yet be reclaimed. 
To hang him means in effect that 
we believe that by the time a person 
is seventeen a person’s character ia 
moulded for all time, whether for 
good or ill. It may be a simple way 
to get rid of a criminal by putting 
him to death, as the due reward for 
his action. He himself was respon- 
sible for taking a life that had 
every right to continue, and what 
is done with him is not as bad as 
what he has done for the other boy. 
But one cannot escape the feeling 
that he is to be hanged because we 
don’t know what to do with him 
rather than because we do. Rather 
than really grapple with the prob- 
lem of his soul, we treat him as 
incurable and proceed to try to rid 
ourselves of the problem he repre- 
sents, by getting rid of him.
